buſtions at Edinburgh, which daily in- 
creaſed ; however he was prevailed 
with at the Requeſt of the Citizens of 
Edinburgh, to come from Dalkeith to 
that City, to the King's Palace at Hah- 
rood-houſe ; and being attended by the 
Council, and ſuch of the Nobility and 
Gentry as were beſt affected to His 


Majeſty, about two Miles from Edin. 
 burgh he was met by the whole Body 


of the Nobility, Gentry and Commons, 
Covenanters then in the City, who came 


in a diſtinct Body to ſhow how nume- 


rous they were, in Compariſon of the 
Company they met. Being thus ſet- 
tled at the Palace, ſome of the Heads 
of the Covenanting Party watted on 
the Commiſſioner; and being demand- 
ed Firſt, What they would expect to 


hear in the King's Name for the Re- 


dreſſing their Grievances? And, in the 
next Place, What he might expect from 
them in renouncing the Covenant, and 
returning to their Obedience? To the 
Firſt they replied, That nothing but a 
General Aſſembly and Parliament could 
give them Satisfaction. To the Second, 
their Anſwer was, That they had ne- 
ver departed from their Obedience, 
nor failed in any Part of Loyalty ; 
and for the Covenant, They would as ſoon 
renounce their Battiſm as abate one 
Word or Syllable of it, accounting zt 


more uſeful and available, than all the 


Laws which had been enacted ſince the 
the Time of Fergus their firſt Ring.

Ar the fame Time the Covenänteg 
chooſe the Earl of Rothes, the Earl gf 
Morton, and the Lord Logdon, toge. 
ther with three Miniſters, Mr. Hender. 
Jon, Mr. Dick and Mr. Cant, to treat 
with the Marquis, who ſtill proceeded 
like a fairhful Subje&, and cauſed His 
Majeſty's Proclamation to be publiſheq 
declaring His Reſolution to maintain the 
true Proteſtant Religion; and for clear. 
ing of Scruples, fret them, That he 
would never preſs the Practice of the Ca. 
nons and Service-Book, otherwiſe than iu 
ſhould ſatisfy His 
loving Subjects; That he neither intendid 
Innovation in Religion or Laws, wan 
ing all His good Subjebts to beware of 
Diſobedience, This was ſolemnly pro. 
telted againſt in a very inſulting Man. 
ner ; and they concluded, that if His 
Majeity would not allow their Pro. 
ccedings, they themſelves would call a 
General Aſſembly, as being agreeable 
to the Laws and Practice ot the Church 
and Kingdom. The Marquis, to avoid 
the Indiction of an Aſſembly, which he 
was not to conlent to, till the Covenant 
was openly renounced, lay quiet at 
Holy-rood-10uſe tor a few Days, and 
then retired. ro his Houſe of Hamil- 
ton, where being again preſſed by the 
Lords and Miniſters ang aſſured, Tha 
nothing but a General Aſſembly and Par- 
liament could ſettle Buſmeſs, his Grace 
deſired Leiſure to make a Journey to 


Court for procuring the ſame. 


THe Marquis went directly to the 
Court at Greenwich, where he gave a 
large Account of the Affairs of Scotlani, 
and of the Strength and Rage ot the Co- 


venanters, and of the Hears and Incon- 


ſtancy of many of the Secret Council; 
and therefore to obviate theſe Difficul- 
ties, he adviſed the King to renew the
